Is Dead at 88 


ST, JOSEPH, Mo. — (AP)— 
Stanislaus C. Zbyszko, the Pol- 


ish strongman who won two 7 
world wrestling championships - 


in the days when the sport was 
a true test of strength and 


skill died yesterday, at the. 
age "of 88. 


An idale advocate: of (the 
old GrecoRoman style of. 


wrestling, Zbyszko claimed 
theatrics had no place in the 
ring and he was bitter over 
the trend to exhibitionism in 
the last 30 years. 

He began wrestling in Poland. 
at the age of 15 and amassed 
a fortune of more than $1 
million before World War ۰ 
Imprisoned by the Bolsheviks 
for five years, he lost his 
fortune, 

Zbyszko came to the United 
States in 1922 and won his first 
world title by defeating Joe 
Stetcher, Earl Caddock and Ed 
(Strangier) Lewis. He lost the 
title in 1923, but regained it 
dater that year.
